Congress agrees with need 
Ford will ask for permanent income tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford 
will ask Congress for a permanent $16.5 
billion a year cut in individual income 
Ulxes with reductions heavily favoring 
lower income groups, his press secretary, 
Ron Nessen, said Tuesday. 
In addition, Nessen said. Ford will seek 
a reduction in the maximum corporate in­ 
come tax rate from 48 per cent to 42 per 
cent, a cut that would cost the Treasury an 
estimated $6 billion a year in revenue. 
The press secretary spelled out in some 
detail the President’s plan for permanent 
tax cuts and other adjustments to offset 
the inflow of $30 billion a year that would 
result if his plan to increase excises and 
tariffs on crude oil go into effect. 
In 
addition 
to 
proposing 
sharp 
reductions in individual and 
corporate 
income 
tax receipts. Ford also will 
present a plan to make direct federal 
payments of $2 billion a year — $80 for 


each adult in the nation — to all those 
whose incomes are so low they owe no 
taxes, Nessen said. 
. The President, Nessen said, will also call 
for increasing to $5,600 a year from $4,300 
the income on which no taxes would be 
due from an average family of four. There 
would be other increases in what is called 
the “ low-income 
allowance” all along 
the line. 
Nessen reported Ford, 
if Congress 
approves, 
intends 
to 
distribute 
an 
additional $2 billion annually under 
revenue sharing programs to state and 
local governments. These payments would 
be designed to offset their higher fuel 
costs. In similar fashion, the federal 
government would retain $3 billion from 
its added revenues from excises and tariffs 
to counterbalance its own higher fuel out­ 
lays. 
Finally, 
Nessen 
said, 
individual 


taxpayers who install storm windows or 
insulation in their homes could deduct 15 
per cent of the cost, up to a maximum of 
$150 a year, from their tax bills. He said 
this would cost the Treasury about $500 
million a year.

Presidential blueprint, Nessen said all the 
tax cuts and other changes would apply to 
all 1975 income, and of course, all income 
in future years. 
The

said 
the 
administration figures that excises and 
tariffs would reach a permanent level of $2 
a barrel and would increase the average 
family’s annual fuel costs by $250. He said 
gasoline prices would be expected to 
increase by 10 cents a gallon. 
Early enactment of an antirecession tax 
cut appears certain because Ford and the 
heavily Democratic 94th Congress agree 
that such a step is necessary.

reports of domestic spying by the Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
are 
overblown. 
Defense Secretary James R. Schlesinger 
said today. 
Schlesinger, who headed the spy agency 
for six months in 1973, said he had learned 
of CIA domestic activities “ that are indeed 
in retrospect to be regretted and that were 
inappropriate.” 
However, he added, that “ there were not 
acts in such number or so surprising as to 
be a source of national turmoil.” 
Schlesin^r commented at a Pentagon 
press conference in response to questions 
about a statement he made Monday that 
the CIA had committed a small number of 
misdemeanors over the past 20 years. The 
secretary said he had not meant to use the 
term misdemeanors, which he said carried 


a legal connotation he had not intended. 
He said the Rockefeller Commission, 
which is looking into CIA activities, would 
have to determine whether any of the 
activities were in fact illegal. 
Schlesinger also indicated that the CIA 
does not maintain files on 10,000 American 
citizens gathered by surveillance within 
the United States. However, he said the 
agency does maintain files on the overseas 
activities of U.S. citizens. 
In its first day of hearings, the

commission- 
switched 
signals over how far it intends to go in the 
CIA investigation. 
Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
first indicated to reporters Monday that 
the commission did not have enough time

Airport to charge 
new tie-down fees 


Aircraft owners who previously received 
free tie-down space at the Municipal 
Airport soon will be charged for that 
service. 
The Airport Board Monday night voted 
to charge a $10 per month tie-down fee for 
single or multi-engine planes which fit the 
airport’s current tie-down spaces. Fees for 
larger planes will be negotiated, according 
to Board President Louis Tempel. 
The board also decided to charge $1.50 
per night for tie-down space for transient 
planes. However, if 25 gallons or more of 
fuel are purchased, no tie-down fee will be 
charged. 
Bill Burkholder, board member, told the 
board that according to a survey of other 
airport managers in Missouri, average tie 
down fees ranged from $7.50 to $15 per 
month. He said most airports surveyed 
charged tie-down fees and all airports he 
surveyed charged hangar fees. Private 
hangars are not available at the local 
airport, Tc!«pel stated. 
Tempel said the city previously did not 
have a tie-down fee in order to “ encourage 
(air) traffic to Sedalia.” 
In other business, Tempel told the board 
that the Federal Aviation Administration 
hid refused the city’s request for federal 
funds to complete additional work on the 
airport. 
According to Tempel, the letter stated 
that funds are not now available “ due to a 
lack of general funds” within the agency. 


However, the letter stated that funds may 
be available by J uly. 
Tempel said the city's request for federal 
funds has been put on active file with the 
FAA. He said the city needs funds to 
complete work on aprons, tie-downs, 
taxiway lighting and fencing. The total cost 
of this work is $332,000. 
If the city receives federal fundir^ for 
the work, which is part of phase one of the 
entire airport project, construction is 
scheduled to begin in the spring of 1976 and 
be completed that summer, Tempel said. 
The board also approved an agreement 
with Walter Bohlken, who farms city- 
owned 
land 
surrounding 
the airport 
runways. The board agreed to allow 
Bohlken to farm the area for at least five 
consecutive years provided he continues 
producing crops at present standards. 
Burkholder told the board that Bohlken 
asked the board for a five year-agreement, 
either written or oral, because he wants to 
apply limestone to the soil. He said it takes 
three to five years to achieve full benefits 
from limestone application. 
Burkholder said Bohlken offered to pay 
100 per cent of the limestone cost if he 
could have a five-year agreement with the 
board. 
The city currently pays for one-half of 
the seed and fertilizer used by two farmers 
sharecropping on land

Most key Democrats reacted to Ford’s 
tax proposals by saying they favor a tax 
cut about equal to the $16 billion reduc­ 
tion in personal and corporate income 
taxes that the President urged. 
But they said the details of the 
President’s tax cut plan, combined with 
his proposed $30 billion in oil tax increases 
expected to raise gas prices up to a nickel 
a gallon, will fail to ease the economic 
burden on many Americans or to curb re­ 
liance on foreign fuel. 
Republicans generally backed Ford’s 
proposals. 
The President took his $4^ billion 


program “ to put our domestic house in 
order” to the nation in his speech from the 
White House library a few hours after 
House Democrats outlined their economic 
proposals and two days before he was 
scheduled to address a joint session of 
Congress for his State of the Union speech. 
The key points of the Ford progiam 
include: 
—Some 
$12 
billion 
in 
immediate tax relief by giving individuals 
a 12 per cent cash rebate on their 1974 tax 
payments, up to a maximum of $1,000 per 
taxpayer, plus $4 billion in corporate tax 
relief. 
—Higher taxes on foreign and domestic 
oil, natural gas and windfall profits of oil 
producers, which would bring in an added 
$30 billion. This sum is to be returned to 
the economy later, reportedly through 
future 
reductions 
in 
individual 
and 
corporate tax rates and increases in the 
low-income tax allowance. 


—A 
one-year 
moratorium on 
new 
federal spending programs to hold down 
the anticipated $^ billion federal budget 
deficit next year, and a 5 per cent lim it on 
increases in federal salaries and pension 
benefits paid by the Treasury, such as 
Social Security and veterans benefits. 


Rep. A1 Ullman,, D-Ore., scheduled to 
become chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, said the tax-writing 
panel “ wiU move immediately toward a 
major tax reduction somewhere near the 
magnitude of the President’s recommenda­ 
tions.” 


However, Ullman called for “ sizeable 
alterations” in Ford’s specific plans, 
saying “ any rebate on 1974 taxes would 
have to focus on low-and middle-income 
groups and should be combined with more 
permanent tax reductions for the low-in­ 
come taxpayer.”

Carl T. Curtis of Nebraska, one of the 
most conservative Republican senators, 
was elected chairman of the Senate Re­ 
publican Conference, the fourth-ranking 
leadership post for GOP senators. Curtis 
defeated Jacob Javits of New York, a 
member of the party’s liberal wing. 
Curtis replaced Norris Cotton of New 
Hampshire, who retired from the Senate. 
Some of the members have been here 
since late December when a few were 
sworn in privately to gain an edge in se­ 
niority. 
Thrust into office in the wake of 
Watergate and severe inflation-recession

But they have ruled out a re­ 
entry of American troops. 
The protest note was the 
third since the Jan. 2, 1973 
peace agreement.

A conservntive view 
Measuring 
the top 
50 cities

WASHING'TON — In the current issue of 
Harper’s, Arthur M. Louis undertakes to 
measure American cities by a series of 
statistical yardsticks. By his appraisal, 
Seattle is the “best” American city, closely 
followed by 'Tulsa, San Diego and San Jose. 
At the very bottom of the list lies Newark, 
which is “without serious challenge the 
worst of all.” 


Louis, 
an 
associate 
editor of Fortune maga­ 
zine, limited his analy­ 
sis to the SO largest 
dties. 
He 
compared 
them in 24 areas, in- 
eluding 
crime 
rates, 
health levels, education, 
iJjp affluence, and “ameni- 
Kilpatrick 
bes.” 
As 
he himself 
emphasizes, some of his 
figures are several years old; and even the 
very best statistics may tell us little about 
the vitality and excitement of a city. 
Acknowledging these limitations, Louis 
nevertheless 
raises 
some 
provocative 
questions. Why is it that some cities are 
good in terms of murder, robbery, and 
rape, and some cities are bad? Is this a 
purely statistical phenomenon, the result 
of the reported figures? Or do the statistics 
reflect differences in race, age, or the 
efficiency of police? 
Why are such cities as San Francisco and 
St. Paul good in terms of infant mortality, 
and such cities as Dallas and St. Louis bad? 
Is it civic leadership that has produced 
good parks in Buffalo and poor libraries in 
Rochester? On a per capita basis, Miami 
ranks among the best cities in “ places of 
amusement and recreation. ” Jacksonville 
ranks near the bottom. 
Plainly, some of the statistical ratings 
are a function of income levels. San Jose is 
the most affluent of our major cities; its 
crime rates are low and its housing good. 
Yet San Jose ranks near the bottom in 
terms of medical practitioners, hotel and 
motel rooms, and places of amusement. 
What about Newark? By Louis’ indices, 
“it ranked among the worst five cities in no 
fewer than nineteen of the twenty-four 
categories, and it was dead last in nine of 
them.” More precisely, Newark was the 
“worst” city in terms of robberies, infant 
mortality, home ownership, telephone 
installations, college graduates, high school 
graduates. Who’s Who listings, parks, and 
places ci amusement. 
Is this dismal picture solely a function of 
Newark’s racial characteristics? In 19 70, 
Newark was 54.2 per cent Negro. But 
Atlanta was 51.3 per cent black and New 
Orleans 45 per cent black. Neither of the 
great Southern cities appears to suffer 
Newark’s problems. 
It may be that Louis used the wrong 
yardsticks. According to his statistics, the 
nation’s 10 “worst” cities, in addition to 
Newark, 
are 
San 
Antonio, 
Norfolk, 
Cleveland, Jacksonville, Birmingham, 
Baltimore, Detroit, Chicago, and St. Louis. 
I have visited all of them in the past couple 
of years. San Antonio and Jacksonville 
have 
done 
great 
things 
with 
their 
waterfronts. Baltimore is in the midst of an 
exciting renaissance. If I have a favorite 
city in the country, it could well be 
Chicago. 
Admittedly, Louis had to draw a line 
somewhere. He drew it at the 50 largest 
cities 
(he 
did 
not 
use 
standard 
metrq)olitan areas). 'The result was to 
exclude 
such 
charming 
cities 
as 
Providence, Hartford, Richmond, and on 
down the line. Savannah and Charleston. 
He had to leave out Tucson, Sacramento, 
Madison, Fresno, and Fort Lauderdale. 
One of the nicest cities in the land is 
Peoria, 
111., but it ranks 
112th 
in 
population. 
No traveler would knock Louis’s t(^ 10; 
Seattle, 'Tulsa, San Diego, San Jose, 
Honolulu, Portland, Denver, Minneapolis, 
Oklahoma CJity, and Omaha. These are first- 
rate cities. But no cities match San 
Francisco and New York in sheer vitality, 
and in my own book, at least, none 
surpasses Washington in beauty. The “ ten 
best” and “ten worst” can’t really be 
measured. Somewhere in Newark, we may 
be certain, a stubborn vcuce will be heard, 
loyally contending that Newark, with all its 
faults, remains the best of all.

WASHING'TON - During the 1974 
election campaign, the federal government 
handed out $1.6 million of the taxpayers' 
money to Alaskan village leaders to spend 
for recreational facilities. 
Suddenly, teen-age halls and ping pong 
rooms were opened in the villages. There 
was money to buy 'TV sets, to spend on arts 
and 
»^fts, to finance 
other 
village 
recreation. 


And with the government green went the 
word that the Republicans had arranged it 
all. 
Result: On election day, villages that had 
voted heavily in 1970 for the Democratic 
incumbent. Gov. William Egan, switched 
to his Republican rival. Jay Hammond. 
Bucking a Democratic trend, Hammond 
eked out a 287-vote victory. 


The $1.6 million was put up by the 
National Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism, a federal institution, for 
“ recreation alternatives to alcoholism.” It 
was made available from a $2.5 million 
appropriation that Sen. Ted Stevens, R- 
Alaska, 
steered 
through 
the 
Senate 
Appropriations Committee. 
To be sure, alcoholism is a serious 
problem in these remote villages where 
short days lead to long drinking bouts. But 
the emphasis seemed as much on politics 
as on alcoholism. 
“ The word was passed, ” one participant 
told us, “that the money came from the 
Stevens amendment.” As if to drive the 
point home, Stevens' able aide, former 
college dean Linda Beech, toured some of 
the recipient villages. 
A tally of some 120 villages, which 
received antialcoholism funds, showed 
more dramatic improvements for the 
Republicans than for the alcoholics. 
We compared the election results in 1970 
and 1^74 in numerous villages which 
received recreational funds. In 19 70, Egan 
carried these villages by a 5,79 7 to 1,9 12 
landslide, easily defeating his Republican 
opponent, Keith Miller. 
But in 19 74, Egan’s new Republican 
rival. Jay Hammond, got 2,9 20 votes. This 
cut Egan’s edge to 3,89 9 , a reduction that 
cost him the election. 
In Bethel village, for example, Egan won 
239 to 108 in 1970 but lost 36 5 to 275 in 19 74. 
In Hooper Bay, Egan won 77 to 6 in 1970 
but lost 74 to 56 this year. Egan also carried 
the tiny village of Eek by 44 to 7 in 1970 but 
lost it 28 to 26 in November. 
Most of the money was poured into the 
village from January to October 19 74, 
throughout the campaign. Yet those who 
were responsible for the grants vigorously 
deny any political motivation. 
“ If there’s any program I’d swear on a 
stack of Bibles to the Lord Himself that 
was free of politics,” Stevens swore to us, 
“it’s alcoholism.” The senator pwnted out 
that his backii^ for Hammond, in any 
event, had been only lukewarm. 


At the alcoholism institute, a spokesman 
conc*eded that the massive influx of funds 
was largely a result of Stevens’ pushing. He 
also admitted that another $1.5 million was 
spent in Alaska for a public relations 
campaign. But not a penny went for 
politics, he said. 


Linda Beech, who helped Stevens wangle 


the funds from the federal government, is 
now under consideration for a high post 
under the new Republican governor. But 
she, too, swears there’s not a dram of 
politics in the whole antialcoholism effort.

S'TOLEN PAPERS: Among the papers 
stolen recently from Daniel Ellsberg and 
now locked in a congressional safe are 
notes outlining Hubert Humphrey’s secret 
views on the Vietnam war back in 19 6 8. 
As vice president, Humphrey couldn’t 
speak openly about the war that he 
privately condemned. But Ellsberg was 
invited to a secret Democratic strategy 
session 
where 
he 
took 
notes 
on 
Humphrey’s confidential remarks. 


“ This Vietnam business we’re all in a 
lather about,” the notes quote Humphrey 
as saying, “ it’s the infected thumb on the 
palm of Asia and, beyond Asia, on the body 
of the world. ” 
Humphrey blamed policies he was 
required to defend in public. “ In no case,” 
he said, “did or could (we) possibly have 
estimated the degree of U.S. involvement, 
and our military assistance did not prepare 
the Vietnamese army for the right war.” 


He also deplored President Lyndon 
Johnson’s failure to consult Congress fully 
and frankly on Vietnam problems. 
Looking beyond Vietnam to what he 


called “ the real issue, ” he spoke gravely of 
the pell mell arms rac« with Russia.

“ Their capacity to build more subs is 
three times ours,” he said. He recalled the 
1962 Cuban missile crisis. “Khrushchev 
(the late Kremilin leader) didn’t know 
where our subs were. Now they do. 'They 
can destroy us in a minute; and we can 
(destroy) them.” Humphrey described 
Khrushchev and Pope John, according to 
the notes, as two of the most “dynamic 
figures” he had ever met. “ Both are 
pragmatists,” Humphrey said. 


Footnote: The notes on Humphrey’s 
views are part of Ellsberg’s papers, which 
recently were stolen by sneak thieves, 
recovered by the polic^e and sent to 
Congress.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 
taking of records owned by 
State Sen. and Mrs. Jasper 
Brancato, D-Kansas City ,' by 
federal agents in Oct. 1973 con­ 
stitu ted u nlawfu l search and 
seizu re, a federal ju dge ru led 
here Monday . 
Ju dge William H. Becker said 
the records were to be retu rned 
to the Brancatos and ev idence 
taken from them is to be su p­ 
pressed. It is not known what 
effect the ru ling will hav e on 
two federal grand ju ry in­ 
dictments pending against the 
cou ple. 
A hearing is schedu led for 
Jan. 29 by Ju dge William R. 
Collinson of the U. S. District 
Cou rt here on a mail frau d in­ 
dictment. Another, accu sing the 
Brancatos of income tax ev a­ 
sion, is pending before Becker. 
Becker’s ru ling Monday con­ 
cerned 42 box es of records, reg­ 
istration cards and gu est folios 
that were remov ed from a mo­ 
tel that was owned before Ju ly 
1973 by the Brancatos. A su b­ 
poena foi the records was de­ 
liv ered by an Internal Rev enu e 
Serv ice agent on James C. Har­ 
ris. general manager of Griffin 
Inns, Minneapolis, which pu r­ 
chased the motel 
Ju dge Becker noted in his de­ 
cision; 
‘Harris, on being adv ised 
that his appearance before the 
grand ju ry wou ld be ex cu sed if 
he cf^liy e^^ed the records, elect­ 
ed to deliv er the records rather 
than appear The records were 
made av ailable to the agents of 
the IRS who remov ed them." 
The Brancatos were ou t of 
the cou ntry when the records 
were taken In this instance. 
Becker ru led, the su bpoenaed 
person cannot legally deliv er 
docu ments to av oid an appear­ 
ance before a grand ju ry if the 
owner does not consent v olu n­ 
tarily to deliv ery of the docu ­ 
ments. 
The grand ju ry charged the^ 
Brancatos on Oct. 11,19 73, with 
falsely reporting gross tax able 
receipts of the motel in qu ar­ 
terly sales tax retu rns mailed 
to the Missou ri Department of 
Rev enu e. 
They later were charged with 
income tax ev asion. The grand 
ju ry charged they ev aded abou t 
$24,000 in federal income tax 
for 1968 and 1969 and made 
false statements abou t their 
tax able income for 1970 and 
1971

three-y ear 
competition came late Monday when the 
Pentagon annou nced that the General Dy ­ 
namics Corp.’s YF16 jet had been chosen 
ov er the Northrop Corp.’s YF17 for fu ll-scale 
dev elopment as the Air Force’s lightweight 
air combat fighter. 
Howev er, 
Northrop 
signaled 
in 
a 
statement that it probably will continu e the 
competition by try ing to sell its plane 
abroad ev en thou gh that ru ns against U.S. 
efforts to standardize equ ipment u sed by 
NATO. 
Defense officials hav e predicted that 
ev entu al sales of the U.S. lightweight fighter 
arqu nd the world cou ld total 3,000 planes 
worth u p to $15 billion to $20 billion. 
The U.S. Air Force plans to bu y at least 
650 of the new fighters, which are intended 
to complement more sophisticated and 
more costly warplanes like the F15 


Secretary of the Air Force John L. 
McLu cas said the YF16 showed, in the 
cou rse of six months of intensiv e flight test­ 
ing, that it is su perior to the YF17 at 
su personic 
speeds 
in 
su ch 
key 
characteristics as agility , acceleration and 
endu rance. 
He also said the YF16 wou ld be abou t 8 
per cent cheaper than the YF17, in part 
becau se it wou ld u se an engine now in 
produ ction for the F15. 
Defense ministers and ex perts of the fou r 
NATO cou ntries hav e been cou rted for 
months by both the Pentagon and the 
French Defense Ministry , which is pu shing 
Mirage’s FI. 
McLu cas told a news conference late 
Monday that a final proposal has not y et 
been made to the NATO consortiu m and 
that the Eu ropean decision is ex pected 
within 90 day s. 
McLu cas indicated the Eu ropeans cou ld 
ex pect to pay abou t the same price as the 
U.S. Air Force for the new air combat 
fighter. 
The Air Force price, cou nting research 
and dev elopment costs, works ou t to abou t 
$6.7 million a plane, he said. If the price was 
based on "fly -away ” cost, withou t research 
and dev elopment, it wou ld come to abou t 
$4.6 million. 


Plan has something for all 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford’s new economic pro­ 
gram wou ld inclu de something 
for ju st abou t ev ery body , in­ 
clu ding tax cu ts cov ering both 
1974 and 1975, if Congress ap­ 
prov es his plans. 
Here are answers to some of 
the qu estions that may arise 
abou t the program: 
Q. Wou ld 
ev ery body get a tax cu t, and 
how mu ch? 
A. There wou ld 
be a 12 per cent across-the- . 
board cu t in 1974 tax es, u p to a 
max imu m of $1,000 for any one 
tax pay er.

wou ld amou nt to abou t $12 bil­ 
lion for indiv idu als, the Presi­ 
dent said. 
For ex ample, an American 
with 1974 tax es of $2,000 wou ld 
receiv e a refu nd of $240, or 12 
percent. Bu t a person with 
tax es of $9,000 wou ld get a $1,- 
000 refu nd, instead of $1,18 0. 
which wou ld be 12 per cent. 
Q. How wou ld this be paid? 
Wou ld I dedu ct it from my 1974 
tax es when I file my retu rn? 
A. Ford said the refu nd 
wou ld be paid separately in two 
pay ments, half in May and half 
in S e pt e m b e r . Tax pay ers 
shou ld file their tax retu rns by 
April 15 in the normal way as if 
there were no 12 per cent re­ 
bate.

ACLU to appeal 
abortion policy 


ST. LOUIS (AP)-The Ameri­ 
can Civ il Liberties Union said 
Monday it will appeal a deci­ 
sion by a federal ju dge u phol­ 
ding St. Lou is’ pobcy of refu s­ 
ing to allow abortions at city 
hospitals. 
Abortions for any reason oth­ 
er than to sav e the mother's 
life are prohibited at the two 
c i t y 
hospitals. 
The 
con­ 
stitu tionality of this policy was 
challenged in a su it filed here 
in Au gu st 1973. 
Attorney s tor the ACLU ar­ 
gu ed that women hav e a "con­ 
stitu tional right to abortion" 
becau se oi the U.S. Su preme 
Cou rt decisions. Two y ears ago. 
the cou rt ru led that women 
may obtain abortions du ring 
the first 12 weeks of pregnancy 
withou t interference by state 
and local gov ernments. 
The attorney s fu rther con­ 
tended that a recent cou rt deci­ 
sion requ iring a Minnesota hos­ 
pital to prov ide abortions ap­ 
plied to St. Lou is hospitals. 


Bu t U.S. District Cou rt Ju dge 
Roy W. Harper, who handed 
down Monday ’s ru ling, said the 
Minnesota su it was brou ght by 
staff phy sicians who wou ld be 
willing to perform an abortion. 
Harper said he based his deci­ 
sion on testimony by city doc­ 
tors who said they knew of no 
phy sicians on the hospitals 


staffs who wou ld perform abor­ 
tions. 
Harper said the plaintiffs 
were asking that the city be or 
dered to “prov ide someone to 
take care of any woman who 
requ ested an abortion at one of 
its hospitals." 
"Su ch a holding wou ld be 
clearly contrary to established 
constitu tional principles and 
this cou rt will issu e no order 
designed to hav e su ch an ef­ 
fect, ” Harper- ru led. 
The su it was originally filed 
on behalf of “Jane Doe," a 
married mother of two who 
was refu sed an abortion at a 
city 
hospital. 
The 
woman, 
whose real name was not u sed 
in the su it, later obtained an 
abortion at a priv ate clinic. The 
ACLU brou ght the action on be­ 
half of Mrs. Doe and all other 
women desiring abortions at 
city hospitals.

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Stephens faculty asks Cbrist-Janer 


to step-down as school's next leader 


ll-A— Mobile Nomos 


COLUMBIA. Mo. (AP) - 
Faculty members at Stephens 
College have issued a plea for 
Dr. Arland Christ-Janer to re 
move himself as the private all­ 
women’s school next president. 
The selection of Christ-Janer 
last week over two women can­ 
didates thrust the campus into 
turmoil, including a small pro­ 
test demonstration by students 
last Friday and faculty meet­ 
ings 
Friday 
and 
Monday 
Christ-Janer, 52, is president of 
New College at Sarasota. Fla. 
One of the other candidates 
was the overwhelming favorite 
of faculty and students—Dr. 


Martha Church, a member of 
the Commission on Higher Edu­ 
cation of the Middle States As­ 
sociation of Colleges and Secon­ 
dary Schools. 


During a four-hour meeting 
Monday, 86 faculty members 
voted in favor of a resolution 
asking ChristManer to with­ 
draw. Sixty-three were against 
it and eight abstained from vot­ 
ing 
The faculty senate was di­ 
rected to draft a letter today to 
Christ-Janer and the Board of 
Curators, which selected him. 
Also, a faculty committee was 


appointed to meet with curators 
to ejq)lain the faculty’s action 
The student body also was to 
meet today. 
Christ-Janer. reached Mon­ 
day night at Sarasota, said. “ I 
don't know what the faculty in­ 
tends to do I have been noti­ 
fied that the action was taken, 
but it is not clear to whom it is 
addressed . ” 


Betty Littleton, vice chairper­ 
son of the faculty senate, who 
presided at the faculty meet­ 
ings. listed some of the facul­ 
ty’s objections to the curators’ 
choice: 
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—R eservations about the “ ap­ 
pointee’s appropriateness ” to 
head Stephens at this time. 
—R eservation's about Christ- 
Janer’s withdrawal and rein­ 
statement of his candidacy 
three times. 
—The faculty's feeling that, 
in 1975, the president of a wom­ 
en’s college should be a wom­ 
an. 
—Objections to the selection 
process; that faculty and stu­ 
dent 
endorsements 
of 
Dr. 
Church were not heeded. 
—That the board’s selection 
had proven divisive to the 
campus. 
Curators have said Christia­ 
ne r was selected over Martha 
Church because of his extensive 
fund-raising experience. He is a 
former president of Boston Uni­ 
versity. 
A source at the school, which 
has about 1 ,^ students, said 
the selection of a male as presi­ 
dent was a sore point when it 
was first announc*ed. “ But the 
objections listed at the faculty 
meeting are what’s important 
now and show it’s not the only 
problem, ” the source said. 
Christ-Janer was to assume 
his presidential duties July 1. 
succeeding 
Seymour 
Smith, 
who retired.
